RAILROAD 


A collision oecared about o'clock on Mom 


dan afternoon, on the Chicagn & Auroras R R. 


The freight train which left this eity at 1 P. M. 
had arrived a short distance thie side of the 
Junction, when the engineer, knowing he was 
behind time, and that he woald be unable te 
reach the next station in season to prevent meet- 
ing the passenger train, stopped én the main 
track, and sent a flag man about eighty rode 
ahead, (in conformity with the regulations of the 


Company, provided for such emergencies.) to 
signalize the express train on its approach from 
La Salle, aad gave information of his position. — 
Hardly bed the flag man reached his station, 
" when the express train came thaoderiag on ats 
rapid rate. According to our iafoMbant” the 
eogiccer slackened his speed little on sening 
flag mas, and on reaching him paseed imme. 
din Ay by, without waiting for menage, (in 
direet violation of the rules) for the length of 
two or three fails, ben he again put on a full 
head of steam, aed rushed 60 to the other train 
at the rete of thirty miles per hour. The gu- 
cussion was awful, almost demolishing both en~ 
aod staving in several of the freight care. 
express train consisted of but one passenger 

car, in addition to the baggege car and tender. 
The engineer and brakeman leaped off, and es- 
eaped with severe bruises. Mr. Partasles, the con- 
ductor, who was staading on the forward ple.‘orm 
of the first passenger ear, bad hig left arm broken 
at the wist. Mr. Benedict, of Batavia, & pas- 
senger, was standiag op the rear platform of 


the baggage car, and the platform of the passen- | 


ger ear being come inches higher, passed od over 
it, caught the limbs ot the unfortanate man, and 
nearly severed both feet just above the socles, 
Acer containing the injured persons reached
